A local man was stabbed 
in the head on Tuesday 
night over an undisclosed 
amount of marijuana. 

At approximately 10:20 
p.m. uniform officers from 
district no. 5 attended 960 
Garrison Road regarding a 
robbery. Two males had 
attended the residence and 
one of the suspects pointed 
a handgun at the two occu¬ 
pants with the intention of 
stealing a quantity of mari¬ 
juana. A short struggle 
ensued and the victim was 
stabbed in the back of the 
head. The victim was trans¬ 
ported to hospital for treat¬ 
ment and was later released. 

A gun was also pulled in 
the ordeal and one of the 
males attempted to fire it, 
but failed because it was 
jammed...according to the 
victim and property owner.

A wooden sliver in her 
granddaughter’s foot was a 
lot more serious than what 
an on-call doctor diagnosed 
at the Niagara Health System 
(NHS)’s Douglas Memorial 
site, says Ridgeway resident 
Nona Rivard. 

On Friday July 22, Rivard 
took five-year-old Shyann to 
the urgent care centre, after 
showing obvious signs of 
extreme pain from a swing- 
set related injury. 

They rushed t 
Memorial and saw 
cian, who Nona sa;

After freezing her foot, he 
said he would return after 
about 45 minutes. 

He did and when he 
applied pressure to her foot... 
the little girl was unable to 
hold back her tears and 
screams.

her and that he had other 
patients to tend to,” said 
Rivard. 

She claims he then pre¬ 
scribed an antibiotic, which 
when they took it to a local 
pharmacy learned that he 
had ordered one that con¬ 
flicted with her asthma and 
peanut allergy. 

He also told her to soak the 
foot and the sliver would 
eventually make its way out. 

Two days later, it had 
swelled considerably and 
nearly her entire foot 
appeared to be infected. 

Nona and Shyann’s father 
took her to Greater Niagara 
General Hospital in Niagara 



Falls, where they were told 
an emergency surgery need¬ 
ed to be performed to help 

For the last two weeks, she 
has missed daycare and still 
needs to see a home care 
nurse on a daily basis. 

Nona feels the doctor they 
saw in Fort Erie should have 
seen her condition to be a lot 
more serious than what he 
said and that if he couldn’t 
help her direcdy... should 
have referred her elsewhere 
for the care she needed. 

"If he would have done his 
job, she wouldn’t have to go 
through this,” said the upset 
grandmother. 

"He’s in the wrong profes¬ 
sion if he can’t handle a five- 
year-old girl.” 

This case was brought to 
the attention of the NHS by 
the Times, and public affairs 
consultantCarolineBourque- 
Wiley apologized on behalf 
of the Niagara health provid¬ 
er.

It'sdifficultto travel around 
the region without a vehicle, 
but it about to get a little 

Carla Stout, administrative 
supervisor of infrastructure 
services wants everyone to 
know starting this September 
the Town of Fort Erie in con¬ 
junction with the Niagara 
Regional Transit (NRT) will 
provide a year-round transit 
service running from 
Monday's to Saturday's to 
help Fort Erie residents have 
better access to health care 
and employment opportuni¬ 
ties. 

The service will run in con¬ 
junction with a transporta¬ 
tion service that allows post 
secondary students to reach 
Brock University and Niagara 
College by bus. 

"People don't realize that 
we already have a transit ser¬ 
vice that runs eight months 
out of the year to help stu¬ 
dents get to Brock and 
Niagara College. This service 
runs from Monday to Friday 
from Sept. 1 to April 27 in 
conjunction with the post¬ 
secondary calendar." 


This bus service Stout is 
speaking about is now head¬ 
ing into its fourth year and it 
is subsidized by the town and 
both Niagara College's and 
Brock's student unions. The 
service picks students up at 
the Wal Mart on Garrison 
Road and delivers them to 
the Zehr's Plaza in Niagara 
Falls. 

As part of a three-year pilot 
program, Stout says the NRT 
is adding a Saturday and 
summer service so residents 
have better access to health 
care and job opportunities in 
Niagara Falls and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

"It's a field of dreams idea. 
We've built a student market, 
and with the help of the NRT, 
we are bringing die service to 
the rest of the community 
that needs transportation." 

Stout says she hopes the 
new service provided by the 
NRT will bridge a gap that 
was identified in the com-

mer service is one of the first 
steps in providing a service 
which truly works for people 
in the community. 

"It's our number one prior¬ 
ity to make this service a via¬ 
ble one and we want people 
to know this service is staying 
and we want people to know 
they can rely on it." 

She says many people still 
don't even know about the 
September to April service 
which travels to Niagara 
Fafis. 

"I still have phone calls 
every year with people ask¬ 
ing me if the service to 
Niagara Falls will continue. 
This service exists and it is a 
viable option for people in 
Fort Erie to get around the 

The only way for transit 
service to grow in Fort Erie is 
if more residents are aware of 
it, says Stout. 

"It's like a use-it-or-lose-it 
service—if there isn't enough 
awareness, and enough rid- 
ership, then we won't have it. 
If more people become aware 
about it, and use the transit 
service, then it wifi grow." 

Stout wants to encourage 
residents to use tran¬ 
sit in Fort Erie and 
she says she wants to 
make it clear that the 
Monday to Friday 
service which runs 
during the post sec¬ 
ondary school year is 
here to stay for the 
foreseeable future. 

"It's been set in the 
town's budget and 
the transit service 
Fares for the 
Monday to Friday 
service are $3.75 and 
the Saturday and 
summer service fares 
will be $5. 

"It's a pretty good 
deal to get around 
the Niagara region, 
especially when a 
cab fare from here to 
Niagara Falls will 
cost $40."

Would marijuana legalization make communities more safe?

Editor’s Notebook 


This debate has been 
exhausted at the federal 
level for over a decade, but 
this week its arguments hit 
pretty close to home. 

A local male was stabbed 
in the head and had a gun 
pulled on him, because he 
had marijuana at his proper¬ 
ty on Garrison Road. 

He claims to have a legal 


prescription to smoke what 
some might call a 'left-hand¬ 
ed cigarette' to treat a med¬ 
ical condition. 

The purpose of this edito¬ 
rial isn't to point fingers at 
this individual, especially if 
his license is legitimate and 
he applies to the rules with¬ 
in it. 

I'm looking at the overall 
picture here. 

Crimes like this, in a 
small town like Fort Erie are 
unheard of. 

But this type of thing hap¬ 
pens all the time in big cities, 
even in other parts of 
Niagara. 

Homes are invaded by 


violent people who want a 
piece of the cake... a lot of 
the time it's related to hard 
drugs which most certainly 
should never be considered 
for legalization. 

But many do just have to 
do with pot. 

If possessing a quantity of 
government- regulated mar¬ 
ijuana was legal, criminal 
organizations and other 
people who make a shady 
living in the underworld 
selling it on the street, would 
be devastated financially. It 
would almost be a step in 
the right direction in the 
"war on drugs." 

In no way am I endorsing 


this substance or telling 
young people to give it a 
try...because that's just 
ridiculous. 

But I will go on the record 
saying its effects are no 
worse than alcohol. 

It doesn't make people 
hop in their car and crash 
into a telephone pole or 
completely black out to the 
point that you can't remem¬ 
ber a single moment from 
heavy use the previous 
night. 

It has negative impacts 
on people and again I must 
re-iterate that it is illegal and 
people need to abide by the 
laws applied to them. I'm 


also not admitting to be a 
user ... I want to make that 
more clear than a Stoner's 
eyes after putting in too 
much Visine. 

But people should keep 
in mind the idea of legaliza¬ 
tion is endorsed by federal 


sionals... and a laundry list 
of other occupations rang¬ 
ing from teachers and 
accountants to plumbers 
and mechanics. There's 
probably a few between jan¬ 
itors and computer techni¬ 
cians too. 

It's not really that 'far out' 
of an idea. 

Imagine all the stimulus 


funding the federal govern¬ 
ment could provide to fix 
some of Fort Erie's roads, if it 
had a few extra hundreds of 
millions to spread across the 
country on an annual basis. 

Imagine how many less 
violent home invasions we 
would hear about, if crimi¬ 
nals who distribute it on the 
street couldn't compete with 
government regulated prod¬ 
uct and prices. 

It's something to consid¬ 
er...that's all I'm saying.

Committee structure ‘not fair’ says reader 


The second meeting of 
the NHS HIP Tripartite 
Committee was held in 
Grimsby at the LHIN build¬ 
ing and was well attended by 
the public. 

This meeting dealt with 
the terms of reference hav¬ 
ing to do with the independ¬ 
ent evaluation of the HIP 
which was put into effect in 
2008-09, and has since taken 
away, beds, services and 
accessible healthcare to 
those living in the southern 
tier of Niagara. 

Some members of the 
committee wanted the 
review to be expanded so as, 


to include plans of moving 
further services from 
Welland and Niagara Falls, 
to St. Catharines when the 
“Centre of Excellence” 
opens. As I see it, these serv¬ 
ices will mean that there will 
be no babies born in South 
Niagara, and pediatric 
patients will be treated , not 
in their local communities 
with their parents close by, 
but will be up to over an 
hour away from their homes. 

Port Colborne mayor 
Badawey brought forth the 
issues surrounding Port 
Colborne and Fort Erie and 
suggested revisions, and 
Mayor Martin spoke to the 


fact that the physicians in 
Fort Erie have a signed 
agreement with the NHS 
that there be an independ¬ 
ent two year review, that is a 
separate issue and not the 
review that the Tripartite 
Committee is working on. 
There was a slightly heated 
moment that followed this 
exchange and Mayor Martin 
stood up and held his 
ground. Thank you Doug. 

No decisions were made, 
and the members were 
asked to read over the terms 
of reference and meet again 
at the end of August to con¬ 
tinue deliberations and sug¬ 
gestions. 


I, for one, have a problem 
with not only having two 
thirds of the Tripartite 
Committee made up of the 
parties that created and 
implemented the HIP, but it 
was firmly stated during the 
session that everything has 
to be in front of the LHIN 
and that the LHIN has to 
approve it.

Standing in the kitchen one 
day, and noticing some 
stained glass that fell and 
broke, Rey Baecher was 
inspired by how the light from 
the window reflected through 
the broken glass pieces. 

He thought it was beautiful 
and he began a series of glass 
art portraits drawn with pas¬ 
tels. 

The Ridgeway resident has 
become well-known for his 
work, winning many awards 
over the years. 

Baecher has been creating 
pastels and pencil drawings 
since the early 1970's and he 
has appeared in a handful of 
television commercials that 
have aired in Canada and the 
United States. 

He has been highly active in 
the local community with his 
talent as an active member of 
both the Fort Erie Arts Council 
and Garrison Little Theatre. 

Having made an impact in 
the art world both locally and 
across Canada, Baecher was 
recently visited by a television 
crew from UNTVWeb to inter¬ 
view him about his life and his 

The artist says his opportu¬ 
nity to be featured on the pro¬ 
gram was just a matter of 
being at the right place at the 
right time. 

UNTVWeb is an on-line 
public service channel based 
in Manilla that features a pro¬ 
gram called Estranghero, or 
Stranger. The 45 minute pro¬ 
gram is about Filipinos living 
abroad who are making a 
name for themselves, and 
Baecher was thrilled to share 
his artwork on the show. 

“This may sound clichd but 
that is exactly what I thought 
was happening to me.” 

Baecher was shopping in a 
friend's store when someone 
from UNTVWeb began read¬ 
ing articles about Baecher at 
the checkout counter. 

“The owner of the store, 
Elmer, is a dear friend of mine 
and he was in the habit of 
posting articles about me and 
my pastel paintings on the 
shelf by the checkout counter 
and he became interested in 

After six hours of filming, 
two videographers, a director, 
a reporter, a make-up artist, a 
driver and a few friends, 


Baecher's daily routine was 
captured on camera. 

“I felt like a movie star, it 
was certainly wonderful.” 

Although Baecher says he is 
a private man, he says he was¬ 
n’t nervous when the film 
crew arrived and he opened 
up and spoke about his art 
and he was thrilled to be on 
television. 

"When the crew came, I 
was so excited. I like to share 
my creativity and my art with 

The interview aired recently 
and he was only on for about 
ten minutes. It isn’t a lot time 
considering how many hours 
the crew filmed at Baecher's 

"The experience that day is 
something I will never forget 
for the rest of my life. I had 
shared myself and my home 
like an open book to complete 
strangers — it’s something I 
had never done before.” 

Baecher says loves his pas¬ 
tel portraits of glass objects, 
and they are the pieces he has 
done which have helps his art 
career to take off. 

He takes ordinary items 
such as glass bowls, and can¬ 
dle holders and places them 
in his windows. Then Baecher 
will wait for the right time of 
day and the right light and he 


takes photographs of the 
glass objects by the window 
and he will begin drawing a 
pastel version. 

Each photograph takes 
three to six months depend¬ 
ing on the size of the art. He 
says his glass art takes a lot of 
patience, attention to detail 
and it’s something he finds 
challenging. 

“I like to be challenged, 
and the possibilities with my 
glass art is endless because I 
never get the same image 
twice. Each time the light 
changes in the window, it 
makes different reflections in 
the glass. A new idea and a 
new composition always 
comes through.”

DAYLILLIES AT THE BRIARY 

The Briary is the name of the garden at 2664 Ott Road in Stevensville 
and the home of Brian and Mary Schram. The one acre property hosts a 
number of flower beds in both shade and sun. The shadol areas feature 
hostas and shade tolerant plants and the sunny beds are mostly sunny 
perennials which are dominated by over 250 varieties of modem 
daylillies. 

Garden daylilies are related to the common ditch or tiger lily, that we see 
on country roads throughout Ontario, and indeed they are as easy to grow 
as their wild cousins. The tough genes inherited from the wild varieties 
make them one of the easiest flowers to grow. They have virtually no insect 
or disease enemies in Ontario, do not need to be staked and are sun and 
drought tolerant although they do benefit from a good soaking and 
feeding in the spring. And they are available in the widest range of colours 
in every shade but blue. In size, they come in miniature varieties suited to 
the front of a bolder planting to giants that reach 6 feet tall with blooms 
that can exceed 10 inches in the spider varieties. Spiders are daylilies with 
long flowing strap petals that can make the bloom resemble giant spiders. 
Other flower forms include doubles, round shapes sometimes called 
bagels, triangular shaped and more. There are more than 60,000 named 
varieties registered with the American Daylily Society so there is something 
for everyone’s taste. 

Many varieties grow quickly into large showy clumps making munificent 
displays in the garden and are easily divided for sharing or spreading on 
the property. In southern Ontario, early blooming cultivars can begin to 
bloom in mid June and late varieties will bloom into September. The peak 
month is July with lots of flowers still going into mid August. 

At “The Briary”, there is an active hybridizing endeavouring to develop 
even more new varieties. The objectives in breeding include uniquely 
different flowers from those already in commerce, particularly in reds, 
higher bud counts to give a longer bloom season and plant vigour. 
Breeding is done with selected parents on the site and the selected seeds are 
collected in late summer to be sown late the following winter or early 
spring. Hundreds of the sprouted seedlings are planted out in large beds at 
the rear of the property and many of these will bloom the following year. 
From these plants, only a few with superior or uniquely different flowers 
are kept for further evaluation. The final number kept will be fewer than 
one in a hundred. Many of the others are culled out and composted but 
good plants are also gifted to visitors who are welcomed.
